Apathy Reigns 


Recent unfolding of events in the Associated Students 
campaign-election make an evaluation and intrepretaton 


in order. 


Prior to the election, held on Jan. 2, lack of interest 
in student participation was particularly noticable. Two 
December editions of El] Don carried news stories on the 
progress of the campaign, which, in that case was the 


circulation of petitions. 


Under ordinary circumstances candidates are allowed 
one week in which to acquire a sufficient number of sig- 
natures on petitons, and all must meet the official dead- 


line. 


- Enthusiasm was little during the designated week, 


however necessitating an 


extension in the campaign 


‘period since there were numerous positions remaining 
unclaimed. By election day several elective positions still 
had received no support, and at that time remained unfill- 


ed. 


Lack of student participation did not stop here, un- 
fortunately, for voting response proved equally poor. Of 
some 460 qualified voting students only 143 took the op- 
portunity, the time, the effort, the interest—call it what 


you may— to cast a ballot. 


Figures thus indicate a turnout of barely'31 per cent 


of those qualified to vote. 


There may be one consolation though and that is that 
previous issues of El Don show that the problem has not 
arisen since yesterday. Similar election stories illustrate 
that the campus has been in the same dilemma before. 

Perhaps we need not be concerned over the-trend on 
the campus regarding the indifference of students in the 
affairs of student government. The majority concensus of. 
the apathetic element at SAC in election developments 
seem to indicate that offidal positions are merely figure- 
heads and require no ability nor effort and are of no con- 
sequence; or either that the students are too lazy to render 


the courtesy of their vote. 


The editors are concerned, however, in the problem. 
For it is not restricted to Santa Ana College campus. Its 
presence can be corroborated on other campuses as well. 

For example, articles printed in the San Jose Junior 
College “Scribe” have painted reproductions of the same 


gloomy picture.

Turkish students face strenuous 
competition for higher education, 
Dr. Beals, SAC Dean of Students, 
reports. . 

Dr. Beals served as consultant 
to the Turkish Ministry of Educa- 
tion under the Fulbright program 
for one year, during 1954-1955. 

The Turkish public schools are 
free and' compulsory for the first 
five years, said Dr. Beals. There- 
after, the priviledge of education 
becomes very selective. 


Requirements High 

Attendance depends upon 
scholastic accomplishments deter- 
mined by tests, both oral and writ- 
ten. All except the very top stu- 
‘dents are weeded out. The elimi- 
nation continues progressively un- 
til a mere trickle attain entrance 
into the universities.
